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A LITTLE LEARNING 


“We hear much these days in re­ 
gard to the danger arising from illiter­ 
ate people, hut really the half-educat­ 
ed person, who knows many things, 
but who left school at too early an 
age to have learned to think clearly 
and re tson well, is far more dangerous 
than the illiterates.’'

V., speaking before the Na­ 
t i o n a l Educational Association of Des 
Moines. His words inspire uneasy re­ 
flections. 
If they are true, a difficult 
problem is presented. 
How shall we 
guard 
against

school children? 
H o w t shall we know 
when they have enough education to 
be safe. 
There is a vast number of 
them to whom it is impracticable to 
give what might he called a complete 
education. How can we tell when we 
have given them enough education to 
render them less dangerous than uttter 
illiterates? 
These are puzzling questions—so 
puzzling that, assuming Mr. Williams* 
dictum to be correct, it might seem

stopping education altogether. But we 
suspect that Mr. Williams was trying

CANADA’S SOLDIER SETTLEMENT 


The Soldier’s Settlement Board of 
the Dominion of Canada has just com­ 
piled and published its report of the 
results, up to date, of the system ad­ 
opted in caring for its former soldiers 
who desired to take up and cultivate 
land. 
It is a remarkable report coix- 
sidering the short time that has elaps­ 
ed since the war ended and the men 
benefited were given opportunity to 
demonstrate what they could do. 
As 
the years pass results will be cumula­ 
tive and where today crops produced 
are shown in millions of dollars in a 
few years they will represent billions. 
Here is part of what the report 
shows: 
“Ninety-eight per cent of the for­ 
mer service men who settled on Cana­ 
dian lands through government aid 
have made good. 
“More than 25,000 men who saw 
service in the war have so far taken 
advantage of the government’s act of­ 
fering lands and loans, and they are 
scattered through the various prov­ 
inces, the average soldier homestead 
consisting of 240 acres. 
“In 1920 the soldier settlers broke 
200,000 acres of new land in Canada, 
and by the end of 1921, it is expected 
they will have brought under cultiva­ 
tion a total of 500,000 acres of Cana­ 
dian virgin soil. 
“Last year they 
produced 
main 
crops valued at approximately $14,- 
000,000. This took no account of the 
small crops grown and consumed 
mostly at home.” 
The 
late Franklin K. Lane, then 
secretary of the interior, made a hard 
fight to have the United States adopt 
a plan for the settlement of former 
service men on lands in this country. 
It may be that conditions in Canada, 
which is a new and undeveloped coun­ 
try, were more favorable in some re­ 
spects for this land settlement than in 
this country. But in other respects 
the conditions were more favorable 
here, and millions of acres of land in 
the south and west were available. But 
Mr. Lane’s plan 
was 
never carried 
out. 
He was part of the Wilson ad­ 
ministration and any proposal offered 
by that administration was doomed to 
be rejected by the republican con­ 
gress; 
In view of the way in which the sol­ 
dier settlement idea has worked out in 
Canada, it seems more than ever a pity 
that nothing has been done with it 
here, especially as President Harding 
has effectively relegated the bonus bill 
to the limbo of impossible things.

HOUSE PASSED 
FIVE B U S FOR 
TAX REDUCTIONS 


an expenditure of $710,833 for the 
entire 112 miles. 


Jefferson City, Ju'.y 20.—Five tax 
reduction bills, which will reduce 
the direct and special taxes to Mis­ 
sourians $4,573,398 annually if they 
become laws, were passed by the 
house yesterday. 
. • 
Each of the bills was reported hi: 
the senate late in the afternoon and 
will be taken up for consideration 
today. 
Senator Howard Gray, president 
pro tem of the senate and chairm an 
of the ways and means committee, 
which considers tax measures, said 
th at the bills will pass the senate as 
they passed the house. 
No such a cut in taxes has occur­ 
red in many years. 
In fact, during 
the past ten years direct state tax­ 
es, not to mention special taxes, 
have 
increased 
a total of 75 per 
cent, or an average of 7.6 per cent 
annually. 
H ere are the tax cuts ordered by 
the house in the five bills: 
State revenue tax, $781,338. 
Income tax, $1,664,000. 
Corporation 
franchise 
tax, 
$1,- 
342,719. 
Inheritance tax, $319,467. 
The 
reductions 
on income and 
corporation franchise taxes are fig­ 
ured on the basis of this year’s re­ 
turns. 
The total income tax return for 
1921 on the incomes of 1920 is $4,- 
992,000. 
The house amended the senate in­ 
come tax reduction bill to provide 
for a reduction from I % per cent 
to I per cent which strikes off ex­ 
actly one-third of the tax. The sen­ 
ate raised the exemptions for m ar­ 
ried persons from $2,000 to $3,000 
and for children from $200 to $400 
this year, but the house rejected 
that. One-tliird of the income taxes 
returned is $1,664,000, which repre­ 
sents the reduction. 
The 
house 
passed a committee 
substitute for the senate corpora­ 
tion franchise tax 
bill 
which 
re­ 
duces th at tax from $1 per thou­ 
sand surplus and capital stock to 50 
cents, and strikes off on the basis 
of this year’s return $1,342,719. 
The senate state revenue levy re­ 
duction bill was amended to reduce 
the s tate tax for revenue purposes 
from IO cents, w hereas it was fixed 
at the regular session of *7 cents. 
This cuts state taxes for revenue a 
total of $781,338 under the collec­ 
tions last year. The senate bill fix- 
ed the tax a t 8 cents. 
The cut on the inheritance tax is* 
estim ated at $319,467, taking the 
basis of last year’s collections. The 
reduction may be greater, as the 
exemption of widows 
was 
raised 
from $15,000 to $20,000 and children 
were exempted from $5,000 to $10,-

WILSON REJECTED 
CANCELLATION OF 
BRITISH DEBT 


By Associated Press. 
W ashington. 
July 
19.—A letter 
from former President Wilson to 
Prem ier Lloyd George of Great Brit­ 
ain, 
declaring 
th at 
the 
United 
States could not consider proposals 
to cancel or exchange Great Brit­ 
ain’s indebtedness to this nation, 
was placed in the Congressional 
Record yesterday by Senator Lodge 
of M assachusetts, republican leader. 
Mr. W ilson’s letter, dated in Oc­ 
tober, 1920, was subm itted to the 
senate foreign relations committee 
by form er Secretary Houston. 
It 
said th at “suggestions looking to 
the cancellation or exchange” were 
made to the former President in 
Paris. 
The communication appar­ 
ently was the reply to the British 
prem ier’s letter 
made 
public last 
week in the senate finance commit­ 
tee hearings. 
Mr. W ilson’s letter said that the 
position of the United States had 
not changed and "it is not prepared 
to consent to the remission of any 
part of the debt of Great Britain to 
the United States. 
Mr. Wilson, it appeared, urged 
Lloyd George to fund the debt, say­ 
ing that, if this wras not done, em­ 
barrassm ent of the treasury would 
necessitate steps to collect unpaid 
interest. 
Expressing 
"confident 
expecta­ 
tion of the paym ent in due course,” 
Mr. Wilson added: 
“It is felt th at the funding of 
these demand obligations 
of the 
British governm ent will do more to 
strengthen the 
friendly 
relations 
between America and Great B rit­ 
ain than wohld any other course of 
dealing with the same.” 
"Has there been any correspond­ 
ence or negotiations with reference 
to our governm ent accepting any of 
the German bonds after they have 
been turned over to the allied gov­ 
ernm ents 
as 
reparation 
bonds?” 
Senator Reed, democrat, of Missou­ 
ri, asked A ssistant Secretary W ads­ 
worth, who accompanied Mellon. 
"I cannot recall any official com­ 
munication from 
any government 
in regard to th at except the tenta­ 
tive agreem ent which was made by 
England, 
France 
and the United 
States, that possibly each govern­ 
ment would take German bonds in 
payment for the amounts Belgium 
had borrowed up to arm istice day,” 
replied 
W adsworth. 
"That agree­ 
ment was signed by the president 
and subm itted to congress.” 
Mellon told Senator Reed th at he 
did not see why German obligations 
should be accepted in refunding the 
Belgian loan and did not expect the 
question of accepting obligations of 
one of the allies for those of anoth­ 
er to arise, although it was possible 
that a condition m ight be presented 
in the negotiations where such a 
substitution m ight

The line has reach­ 
ed the fair grounds now, and as 
soon as it is filled in it will be ready 
for use. 
It will probably be com­ 
pleted within two weeks. 
The ground 
west 
of the spur 
tracks of the Missouri Pacific rail­ 
road has been cleared and layed off 
into sections. 
Electric light wires 
have been run through the entire 
tract, which will be used as an ex­ 
tension of “White City.” 
The buildings are shining under 
many new' coats of red and white 
paint. 
Tinners, 
carpenters 
and 
painters ha re been busily at work 
for the past two weeks getting all 
the exhibit buildings into tip top 
shape. 
Many ground 
workmen 
are at 
work in 
“White 
City,” while an 
equal number are 
preparing the 
camping sites for the four regi­ 
ments of Missouri National Guards­ 
men who will be encamped here for 
about a month, before and during 
the exposition. 
Bumper crops all over the state 
are assured. A grain growling sun 
and numerous rains have insured 
record yields in Missouri and never 
before have exhibits at the Fair 
been so promising as they are this 
year. The big buildings at the fair 
ground? will be crammed and jam 
med to overflowing with the best 
Missouri ever raised. 
Painting Scenery for Pageant. 
The interior of the arts building 
is a veritable bee hive. This is the 
studio of the North American Fire­ 
works Company, and the 
place 
where all of the scenery for the 
Pageant of Missouri, and the Ara­ 
bian Nights spectacle is being pre­ 
pared. 
All of the big drops and 
large canvasses have been painted 
and placed on their sets. The his­ 
torical 
buildings, 
Missouri’s first 
capital, her first legislature’s home, 
the place where the makers of Mis­ 
souri’s constituton met, and many 
other historical structures, are now' 
under construction. The big 75 foot 
steamboat, the Zebulon M. Pike, 
which docks at St. Louis during the 
production, has been built, and is 
now' being painted. 
The first rail­ 
road train to appear iii Missouri is 
now being built. The coaches have 
been finished and work is rapidly 
going ahead on the engine of the 
old train. 
The scenery will all be finished 
sometime next w'eek, and will be 
moved onto the stage soon after.

VERI LIGHT NUT CROP 
INDICATED IN STATE 
Jefferson City, July 16.—There 
will be only a 35 per cent crop of 
pecans in Missouri this year, 
ac­ 
cording to a report of the state de­ 
partment of agriculture in conjunc­ 
tion with the United States depart­ 
ment of agriculture. 
The condi­ 
tion of the crop indicates a total 
production of only 
about 
500,000 
pounds from the 85,000 trees 
of 
bearing age in the state. The late 
spring freeze destroyed 
the 
crop 
and in some localities it is difficult 
to estimate the production. 
Other 
nuts also were seriously damaged. 
Black walnuts show indications of 
about half a crop and hickory nuts 
are 45 per cent of normal. 
On the Osage river, near Rock­ 
ville, the condition promises 
but 
30 per cent of a crop; 
at Schell 
City 70 per cent; Linn creek, 
85 
per cent. 
Along the Missouri river at Mi­ 
ami, there is about half a crop but 
the nuts are very small, there are 
no hickory nuts. Morrison and Gas­ 
conade counties have no crop this 
year, and there is no crop at 
St. 
Peters and St. Charles. 
Along the Mississippi 
river, 
at 
Clarksville, about half a crop 
of 
pecans is promised that about a 75 
per cent crop of walnuts. 
In the lower Mississippi region 
the crop ranges from very poor to 
excellent with no crop 
at 
some 
places, compared with a 
IOO per 
cent crop at Hayti. In Perry coun­ 
ty at Menfro there is only IO per 
cent of a crop and at Wittenburgh 
no crop at all.

The Pettis County Court House 
Commission, at

Wednesday afternoon, decided to 
call a special election for the voters 
of the county to vote upon the prop­ 
osition of issuing bonds to the ex­ 
tent of $400,000 for the erection of 
a newr court house building. 
No 
time was set for the election, but 
it will be held as soon as the nec­ 
essary steps in securing the signa­ 
tures of IOO voters to a petition 
asking for the election are complied 
with. 
It will also be necessary to 
give proper publication notice. This 
will probably take three weeks or 
a month. 
The decision was unanimously 
voted on by the members of the 
commission who thought that a 
new' building should be erected, to 
cost not less than $400,000, that 
amount to coyer all expenses of 
architecture, 
superintendent 
and 
furnishings. 
The bonds will be five and one- i 
half per cent bonds, running from. 
15 to 20 years. The taxable wealth 
of Pettis county is now’ estimated 
at $55,000,000 and the opinion of 
the commission members is that a 
tax of from eight to nine cents on 
the hundred dollars will pay the 
interest on the bonds, and provide 
a sinking fund which will pay off 
the bonded indebtedness in fifteen 
to tw'enty years. 
This will give Pettis county a 
$400,000 court house, with less cost 
to the taxpayers tha^i 
the 
old 
structure, w'hich was lfcuilt when a 
man with property assessed 
at 
$2,000 was required to* pay $1.60 a 
year, according to C. *E. Messerly, 
chairman of the commission. 
The ruins of the old building will 
be sold to the contractors or dispos­ 
ed of in the best manner available in 
order to secure the highest returns. 
The commission has’ not decided 
on any architectural plan, and

Mo., July 16.—Enlist-* 
ment of all the farms of Missouri 
under the banner in a great state­ 
wide organization, is the proposal 
of Chester H. Gray, president of the 
Missouri Farm Bureau Federation, 
in a letter to H. C. Cow'deo field 
secretary of the Missouri T armers 
Association. 
The 
two -organiza­ 
tions are the largest farmers assoc­ 
iations in Missouri and have a com­ 
bined membership of more than 
100,000 farmers. 
Creation of five departments of 
both the state and county units of 
the proposed consolidated organi­ 
zation is the basis of the plan pro­ 
posed by Mr. Gray. 
The depart­ 
ments 
would 
include: 
County 
agent (educational), marketing, wo­ 
men’s activities, publicity and legis­ 
lative divisions. The name propos­ 
ed for the organization would be 
similar to “Missouri Federation of 
Farmers’ Associations.” 
The tentative details of the plan 
proposed by Mr. Gray include a sin­ 
gle membership fee of $10 divided 
equally for county and state wide 
activities. 
The proposal for the consolida­ 
tion of these two great farm or­ 
ganizations was prompted by a let­ 
ter written by Mr. Cowden in which 
he intimated that the Missouri 
Farmers’ Association would take no 
further part in negotiations looking 
to the co-ordination of the several 
farm organizations now existing in 
the state. 
A committee to work 
out plans for a unification of work 
was authorized at a conference held 
in Kansas City, June 27. The con­ 
ference at Kansas City was the out­ 
growth of months of effort on the 
part of Farm Bureau leaders. 
A. J. Meyer, former executive of 
the Missouri Farm Bureau Federa­ 
tion wrote a letter to William Hirth, 
head of the Missouri Farmers’ As­ 
sociation, 
urging 
a consolidation 
of the two organizations, or at least 
a closer co-operation. 
Mr. Hirth’s 
answer, however, was unsatisfac­ 
tory, and now further efforts are 
being made for consolidation.

Jefferson City, July 16.—Wathall 
M. Moore, negro legislator from St. 
Louis yesterday introduced an anti­ 
lynching bill, which declares “any 
collection of five or more persons 
assembled for the purpose of doing 
violence to any person or persons 
or to the property of any persons 
for any reason of under any pre­ 
text what ever without warrant of 
law shall constitute a mob or riot­ 
ous assemblage.” 
The bill provides that every per­ 
son connected with a mob which 
takes a human life shall be guilty 
of murder and subject to the pen­ 
alty for murder. 
If serious injury 
is inflicted the mob members are 
liable to punishment in the peniten­ 
tiary from two to ten years. 
The members of a mob organiz­ 
ed to do injury to persons or prop­ 
erty may be subjected to a fine of 
from $100 to $1000 
or imprison­ 
ment up to twelve months in jail.

road bill w*hich has been drawn up 


by the house roads committee was 
before the house of representatives 
today. 
The new bill was complet­ 
ed by the committee late last week. 
It provides for a 6,000 mile state­ 
wide connected system of hard sur­ 
faced f highways. 
It provides that 
there shall 
be two 
cross 
county 
roads in each county of the state 
with clay bound gravel as the min­ 
imum type of road that may be 
constructed and provides a min­ 
imum of $6,000 per mile for the 
roads. 
The 
highway 
commission 
would be empowered to expend as 
much more money than $6,000 per 
mile as is needed to suit the needs 
of the community and to construct 
any type of road—claybound grav­ 
el or better— that it seems fit. 
A highway commission to be bi­ 
partisan and to be appointed by the 
governor is provided for. 
The sal­ 
ary of the commissioners would be 
limited to $2,400 per year. The sal­ 
ary of the chief engineer was plac­ 
ed at $5,000: Assistant chief engi­ 
neer $3,600 and* other assistant en­ 
gineers $3,000. 
The secretary of 
the commission would be paid $3,- 
000 and other employes would be 
limited to $1,500. 
The bill is based, in a great meas­ 
ure, on the Ralph road bill which 
w*as passed by the senate last week. 
It is a compromise between the 
Ralph gill and the plan outlined by 
O. B. Whitaker of Hickory county, 
whereby the $60,000,000 road boud 
issue would be divided up among 
the counties of the state on the 
basis of the square root of their 
areas. 
The tax reduction measures came 
before the house today. They were 
made a special order of business 
for 3 o’clock this afternoon. The re­ 
duction of income tax, corporation 
franchise tax and inheritance tax 
came in for a great deal of argu­ 
ment to the house last week. 
Rep­ 
resentative W hitaker led the fight 
against the reduction of the special 
taxes and urged that they be left 
where they are and that the legis­ 
lature reduce the general property 
tax to 6 cents instead.

ARREST REVEALS ROT 
TOMO THE SOVIET 


Chicago, July 22.—The arrest by 
federal authorities of Mex Schall- 
man, a native of Russia, and the ac­ 
tion yesterday of United 
States 
Commissioner James R. Glass, in 
holding him to the grand jury in 
bonds of $5,000 for violation of the 
espionage act, is believed to have 
uncovered deals in which influen­ 
tial business men of Detroit, Cin­ 
cinnati, Chicago and other cities 
are said to have urged their con­ 
gressmen and senators to hasten 
recognition by the United States of 
the Soviet government so that con­ 
tracts totaling $450,000,000 could be 
consummated with Russia through 
Schallman. 
Schaliman, who is said to have 
been arrested as he was about to 
leave for Russia, has admitted, gov­ 
ernment officials say, that he repre­ 
sented himself as an agent for Rus­ 
sia. 
There 
are 
three 
charges 
against him, one for representing 
himself as the agent of a foreign 
country, demanding things of value, 
and acting, as agent of a foreign 
government without first register­ 
ing as such at the office of the sec­ 
retary of state. 
Under the promise that as soon 
as the United States recognized the 
Soviet a deposit would be made for 
goods ordered, Schallman is said to 
have made contracts with business 
men of Chicago, Toledo, Detroit, 
Cincinnati and oth^r cities. 
Many of the business men thus 
approached got in touch with their 
state and federal representatives, it 
is said, to influence them to get 
congress to recognize* the Soviet 
government. It is stated that some 
even went direct to President Har­ 
ding and Secretary of State Hughes 
with their appeals for action.

296,000,000 dol­ 
lar bills joined lengthwise would extend 
around the world and make a double bow 
knot reaching from coast to coast and from 
the Great Lakes to the Gulf of Mexico.
